1963 Sugar. Double 


Federal action Wednesday gave 
Florida sugar producers — most of 
them concentrated in Palm Beach 
County — the go ahead for a 1963 
crop which will more than doublo 
the 1961 harvest. 

A U. S. Department, of Agricul- 
ture order, in effect: 

Set Florida's sugar acreage at 
139,000. acres, with about 120,000 
of that figure in Palm Beach Coun- 
ty. Roughly 60,000 acres were har- 
vested last season. d 

Opened the way for a continuing 
15 million dollar a year state sugar 
industry. 

Assured payrolls estimated ‘at 40 
million dollars a year. 

“This is what we asked," report- 
ed a pleased Harry Vaughn, presi- 
dent of U. S. Sugar Corp., giant of 
Florida producers. 

. Vaughn, who said he had not re- 
ceived official notification of the 
action yet but had been informed 
by phone, predicted it would * 'sta- 
bilize the farming industry in the| 
Glades." 

He predicted sugar would give 
jobs to 15,000 people-jn four count- 
ies, half of that number on a year- 
around basis. The other half will 
work during a four to six-month 
harvest season, long by most har- 
vest standards.
